“Increases in output of gold are 
shown only in the counties of Butte, 
Eldorado, Mono, Placer, Sacramento, 
Shasta and Yuba. With the exception 
of Shasta and Mono, these are largely 
gravel-mining counties. Butte is now 
the largeet gold producer in the State, 
its output being obtained mainiy by 
dredges. ' Nevada, a quartz-mining 
county, comes next in renk of god 
yield. 


SILVER. 

“The silver of California comes 
largely from the smelting of copper 
ores, that derived from siliceous ores 
being about one-half of that from the 
first-named class. More comes aiso 
from the lead ores and the lead-zinc 
ores than from the placers. The silver 
from placers, found combined with 
gold, is cpmparatively unimportant. 
More silver comes from Shasta county 
than from-all the other counties of the 
State, combined, and it is there where 
the most important and largely pro- 
ductive copper mines are being 
worked. As new smelters are being 
erected there are old ones being en- 
l--ged; while several new mines of 
importance sare being developed, it is 
naturally to be expected that the silver 
output of California’ will materially in- 
crease hereafter. Aside from Shasta, 
copper is now being ined in the 
counties of Amador, Calaveras, Fres- 
no, Inyo, Placer and San. Bernardino, 
and more or less silver is derived from 
all these ores. Zinc is now a product 
of California and some silver comes 
from that source also. 

REMARKS IN GENERAL 

“There are over 100 hydraulic mines 
operating productively im the State, in 
addition to the placers, and some 
forty-odd quartz producers also. 

“Nevada, the leading quartz-produc- 

ing county, fell off materiatiy in its 
gold output, owing to litigation be- 
tween two important producers, which 
closed them down during the year, 
nearly 50,000 tons less ore being 
wor 
“The largest drift mine in the State 
—and in the United States—is in 
Placer county, which is famousfor its 
productive drift mining industry. 

“The new line of the Western Pacific 
Railway, now being built through 
Plumas county, will materially add to 
its mini industry. 

“San Guseiedine county. does not 
show as much gold and silver mined 
in 1906 as in 1905, though more copper 
was smelted. Numerous new camps in 
this desert now being 
opened and developed.

aneses came into possession of it, it 
promised to be even livelier than ever. 
The roads were repaired, the quays 
renewed, the water supply iniproved, 
Japanese and Chinese merchants be- 
gan to establish themselves itn the 
town, and business houses began to be 


built. 
But suddenly something happened.
